THE SHADOWS OF COMING 
EV ENTS. 

Never since the termination of the 
great war in 1815 has the political hori- 
zon been so gloomy and so threatening. 
During our forty years’ peace, clouds 
have no doubt, sometimes lowered; but 
they never quite obscured the sunshine. 
The danger always seemed localized, and 
never portended a general disturbance. 
A fatuous obstinacy and a wild ambition 
have unhappily conspired to change all 
this. Distrust reignseverywhere. From 
the merchant’s counting-house to the 
Minister's cabinet it is all the same. The 
stock market throughout Europe, those 
sure indicators of public fecling, betray 
the general anxiety—not to say alarm— 
of the commercial world. We must con- 
fess that we are not justified in attribut- 
ing this unhappy state of things to any 
unfounded panic. The moneyed ‘classes 
are too intelligent to be duped by the 
maneuvers with which mobs are some- 
times captivated. Their judgments are 
founded on the logie of facts, and facts of 
evil omen are just now rather abundant. 

The rapprochement of Austria to Russia 
—at first so positively denied, and now 
so entirely admitted—ean not be regard- 
ed as very favorable to the peace of Eu- 
rope. We ask the doubtors—the men 
of little faith—the meaning of the last 
dispatches from Constantinople? We 
learn that the Porte has appealed to the 
Western Powers, and “requested a treaty 
of alliance with them for certain emer- 
gencies.” What are these emergencies? 
What are these complications? Can it 
be thut any one is looking after the sick 
man's possessions? Has Russia offered to 
help Austria to get up again on the back 
of Lombardy? as grateful Austria, in 
return, promised to let her kind ally help 
himself to a slice of the Danubian Princi- 
palities? 

These are questions which the Sultan 
can answer. He certainly is conseious of 
a danger which threatens him; and we 
ask, whence can that danger arise save 
from the union of Austria and Russia? 
But is there anything improbable in a 
rapprochement so advantageous to the in- 
terests of both? Would it be good 
»olicy in Russia to refuse such an al- 
iance? Will she hesitate to revenge her- 
self so entirely upon the confederacy 
which lately so deeply humiliated her? 
By uniting now with Austria, she strikes 
Sardinia, France and England at the 
same time. Nor does the time for a deep 
revenge seem very inappropriate. We

A word 
of kindness will often beud a proud young 
spirit, when harshness will bat madden 
and embolden him. Expose the rictimizer, 
bat spare the victim. 

It is needless to say that Utah three 
years ago was comparatively free from 
those in@uences which at present threaten 
to bring sorrow to many a peaceful thresh- 
hold; or that, till corruption came from 
afer into our midst with its bigh-sounding 
titles and glittering panoply, all was peace 
with us, and the tempted youth was 
warned by the prompt and uninterfered- 
with punishment of the stray offender. 

A great antidote and remedy for the 
growing evil we have referred to, is in the 
encouragement of the education of the 
young. Let an attachment for books and 
stady once be formed, and there is little 
time or thought for idleness and vice. It 
ia @ pleasure to see that an interest is iv- 
creasing in the importance of this svbject. 
Academies are springing up under the im- 
mediate petronage.and watch-care of those 
who have the greatest influence, and have 
the welfare of our citizens the most at 
heart. Let them be sustained ie their: 
labors by every parent of a housshold: 
and, before long, colleges and school-houses 
will take the place of haunts of idleness 
and vice. wit ge 
Aether fesponsibility devolves 


Territory legally provided ſor by the will 
and approved act of the sovereign repre- 
sentatives of the people of the States in 
Congress assembled, in the year 1850. 
As an apology for the acts of the pre- 
sent Congress, we can do nothing better 
than to offer our own honest conviction. 
We feel sutislied that its members are 
hoodwinked by crinoline, and that their 
evil genii are neither more nor less than 
such hypocrites as Nelson of Tennessee 
and the icicled soul of a Vermonter like 
Morrill. And for the folly of being led 
by such wiseacres we predict the time 
will come when these tractable rulers 
shall be forsaken by crinoline influence, 
and forgotten and neglected by priestly 
hypocritical supporters. 

But to our text. We feel to urge up- 
on the representatives in Congress, 
(whose acts we think savor more of sub- 
lime ridicule on the common sense of 
men, than we feel is supportable), an ar- 
gument on the constitutional franchise 
that rightfully belongs to every American 
citizen. There are facts that exist, for 
instance, the present anti-Polygamy bill, 
which has passed the House, that savors 
so much of ridicule of, and contempt for, 
the constitutional rights of American 
citizens,that we cannot but feel as if mem- 
bers thought of but one object, and that 
was to annoy and perplex the Mormons, 
even should the resnit be the destruction 


of every principle of justice secured to the 
whole nation by the federal compact 
formed under the Constitution. We are 
led to this conclusion from the fact, that 
should Congress once establish the right of 
special legislation on any subject whatever, 
and the people of either State or Terri- 
tory submit to it, then the door is open 
for any and all Congressioual interference 
in religious, domestic or local affairs in 
any of the States or Territories whose 
peculiar social or religious position may 
not be agreeable to the iron bound ste- 
reotyped views of some other section of 
the country, which social or religious 
question, if legislated on or for, must in 
time become cause for a political seve- 
rance. This problem may probably soon 
be solved by the introduction of a bill to 
prevent slavery in Utah, it being one of 
the ‘twins’ so frequently spoken of in the 
presence of the united wisdom of the na- 
tion; and as special legislation is deemed 
necessary, by some in Congress, to sup- 
press the influence of one of the twins, 
may we not expect the interference of 
Congress to prohibit the other; not alone 
in Utah, but wherever the arrogauce of 
Congressional interfereuce will be toler 
ated? 

We would simply ask by what act the 
citizens of Utah lost the inalienable right 
of franchise? Was it by removing across 
an imaginary line, separating the State of 
California or Missouri from the Territory 
of Utah? If so, when was their sove- 
reignity merged into forgetfulness? Was 
it through the Organic Act of 1850, 
organizing and giving to the citizens of 
the United States iu the Territory of Utah 
fall power to enact laws and govern them- 
selves, enjoined by the act to ouly observe 
the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States? 

These provisions have been held sa- 
cred and have been faithfully observed by 
the citizens of Utah, and have only been 
violated by the body from which the 
right aud the caution emanated. Again, 
we would ask if the lynx-eyed statesman 
who found the mare’s nest ia the act in- 
corporating the Charch of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, has since been able to 
find the act authorizing Polygamy in the 
Territory of Utah, or authorizing any 
one to administer the ordinance of mar- 
riage? If wedlock is, as jorists held it to 
be, a civil contract, we would ask in the 
absence of law, who can offend? But of 
this we have said enoagh. The policy, 
the coastitationelity of these measeres will

Surce the American army entered Utah 
and took op winter-quarters at Fort 
Bridger, and the immaculate Eckels’ court, 
famous for indictments, beld at Camp 
Scott; the arrival of our old friend Ben 
McCullough and Governor Powell, as 
plenipotentiaries to the Mormons from the 
President to treat for peace, and offer a 
pardon to zhe rebellious; and the return 
of Brigham Young and the people from 
the south; the location of Camp Floyd; 
the court of Sinclair and his famous bull 
charge (in the face of President Bucha- 
nan’s pardon) to the grand jury to indict 
the Echo Kanyon rebels; aud the famous 
John Cradlebaugh’s bayonet court at 
Provo city, and his holy prilgrimage to 
the tombs of the martyrs and the silver 
diggings; the release of all the convicts 
in the Penitentiary by virtue of Eckelsi- 
astical sympathy; the order of the War 
Department for the removal of the troops 
from Utah; the passage of the anti-poly- 
gamy bill by the House; the removal of 
the judges; the orgauization of guerrilla 
banditti; what next? Why, Napoleon 
has seized Savoy; the Pope will have do- 
minion over Romagna; Gen. Sam Hous- 
tou's boys will re-echo Alamo in the halls 
of the Montezumas; and that so long as 
the gulf of Mexico washes the shores of 
the American continent, the twin relics of 
barbarism will exist. What next? that 
the Mormons will live in these mountains 
until the snow-capped peaks beur the 
weight of athousand snows; that the filli- 
busters will yet have Cuba, Nicaragua and 
all the possessions that are claimed by a 
nation in whose veins rans castillian or 
negro blood. What next? That the minds 
of the people consider a newspaper worth- 
less that canuot have to recite to its daily 
readers, an awful tragedy in the way of a 
steamboat explosion, a railroad smash up, 
a congressional riot, coffee and pistols for 
two, a midnight assassination, suicide, 
elopement, or conflagration; all of which 
only satisfies a vitiated taste for a moment; 
and the cry is, what next? By the Pony 
Express we hope to lay before our readers 
the procedings of the Charleston Conven- 
tion, probably the name of the democratic 
nominee, and that the special legislation 
of Congress will extend to all the Terri- 


tories. If the Republicans take the pre- 
sent advantage that they have gained in 
the House, as we think they will, what 
next?

Judg- 
ing from the general longevity of the 
aborigines, there must be antidotes as 
well as cares to these native diseases.

MEXICO. 

Ax Enouisn Prorest acainst Mira- 
uon’s Cavsk.—It appears by a correspon- 
dent of the New Orleans Picayune, writ- 
ing from Vera Cruz, that Captain 
Oldham had written to Miramon, protest- 
ing strongly against the wanton and in- 
human destruction of English property 
and innocent life. 


FRANCE. 


The Brussels Nord had been seized in 
Paris for publishing Cardinal Antonuelli's 
reply to M. Thouvenel, contrary to eti- 
quette. The Independance Belge professes 
to have good reasons for believing that 
France will ratify the annexation of the 
Romagna and Tuscany to Piedmont,in view 
of the late remarkable result. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times writes that there is great wrath in 


that city against the Pope. It was said 
‘ust his Holiness had issued another docu- 


ment still stronger than the Encyclical on 
the Romagna affuir. Letters from an ul- 
tramoutane writer, now in Rome, state 
that the agitation is so great as to make 
it doubtful whether even the French army 
will be able to restrain it much longer. 
It is also stated that the secoud monztorre, 
or warning, which immediately precedes 
excommunication, has beeu seut to Turin. 
After a certain interval, the bull casting 
forth the Sardinian monarch frum the 
communion of the fuithfal will be issued. 


ITALY. 


A letter from Turin announces that the 
Sardinian Parliament will meet on the 
12th instant; also, that the King is likely 
to postpone acceptance of the Romagna 
for a time, in hopes of removing the 
Pope’s opposition by negotiations. The 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed everywhere 
upon the announcement of the Central 
Italian vote; and the King contemplated 
making a visit to the newly added pro- 
vinces.
